Eventually,, 
he came to the Newark area because the man who had adopted 
him had a relative in Newark. While in his early 20* s, he 
obtained a job as a milk -delivery man with the Alderney 
Dairy Company in Newark. He worked at this job for about 
two years , and at the time he was married and had two children. 

One day when he was making a delivery of milk to a 
speak-easy, he questioned the owner concerning his source of 
alcohol. The owner of the speak -easy. of fered to buy all 
the alcohol B0IAKD0 could obtain. A price of $30 a tin was 
settled on. The only place that BOIARDO knew that he could 
get the alcohol was from a barber who used it to make hair 
tonic and similar preparations for his barber shop under 
a legal license. The-barber sold him five tins of alcohol 
for $5 a tin, whereupon he promptly resold it to -the owner 
of the speak -easy for $35 a tin rather than the $30 a tin. 

This was the easiest money he had ever made, and he then 
set out to obtain more alcohol and sell it because there 
was much more profit than delivering milk. He gave his employer 
the Alderney Dairy Company, two weeks notice and resigned. 

He admitted that during the time he was in the bootlegging 
business he had actually highjacked 2 or 3 boats with alcohol 
worth about $300,000. He stated that his associates could 
not hold onto their easy money, and after about six months 
they would be broke again and be ready to pull another 
highjacking, whereas he saved his money. 

He explained that on one occasion he was shot 18 
times and was not expected to live. He admitted that he had 
been arrested several times for carrying a concealed weapon, 
and at the time he was shot he had a gun and was disappointed 
that he did not get a chance to use.it. He did not identify 
the man who shot him but stated that he hoped that if the man 
was dead or alive that he had received his proper retribution. 

In connection with his nickname "BOOT" BOIARDO 
explained that when the telephone company began to install 
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telephone booths around Newark, he had been caught using 
these booths on several occasions by his associates and 
consequently they called him "BOOT*" 

He was asked if he knew JOSEPH VALACHI , and he 
characterized VALACHI as being "pallachia." He stated 
that VALACHI was insane and he could not understand how 
VAIACHI would know him. He claimed to have no knowledge 
of La Cosa Nostra. BOIAEDO could not understand how VALACHI 
could know so much and yet always be in the background and 
never quite on the scene when an act of violence occurred. 

He indicated he had contempt for VAIACHI and stated that he 
would be glad to talk about himself but he would never 
talk about anyone else. 


He was told that he would be recontacted in the 
near future, and he invited the agents to cone back at 
any time.

Joseph M. Shotr, district di- 
rector of the Internal Revenue 
Service for New Jersey, how- 
ever, refused to disclose the 
number of investigations his 
agency has under way or to dis- 
cuss the impact of the court’s 
action on IRS functions until he 
reads the decision. 

Satz Comment 

U.S. Atty. David M. Satz said 
last night that the ruling would 
have a “substantial effect" on 
a number of pending cases as 
well as on federal law enforce- 
ment policy. But he also refused 
to discuss possible changes in 
the role of the Internal Revenue 
Service or die Boiardo case 
pending a review of the Su- 
preme Court ruling. 

! On the county level Essex 
iProsecutor Joseph P. Lordi said 
he would contact Satz after 
reading the decision to discuss 
what steps his office could take. 

The nijing could represent an 
opportunity for closer federal- 
state cooperation in the view 
of Brendan T. Byrne, former 
Essex proaacutotjvho recently 


became president of the State 
Public Utilttte a - Co mmission. 

“The decision does not impair 
the federal government’s inter- 
est hr obtaining information,” 
Byrne observed, “and the state 
has adequate criminal statutes 
to make use of federal informa- 
tion.” 

“The state has never had the 
type of investigative staff that’s 
available federally,” he added. 
“A federal agency can afford 
to have an undercover man 
work six months on a case and 
have it not work out.” 

A total of 36 intelligence 
agents for the Internal Revenue 
Service, working with the Jus- 
tice Department’s Organized 
Crime Section, made the syn- 
chronized raids that netted 
Boiardo and four co-defendants 
after six months of surveillance. 

One of Boiardo’s co-defend- 
ants, Toby Boyd, who has given 
addresses in both Newark and 
Pine Brook, has already been 
sentenced to a two-to-three-year 
State Prison term on a gambling 
conviction stemming from an 
Essex prosecutor’s raid on a 
multimillion dollar lottery bank 
in Newark five months before 
the federal raid. However, Boyd 
is free in bail pending the ap- 
peal of his state court convic- 
tion ■ and his co-defendants in 
the federal case are free in bail 
pending trial. 

All the defendants in the fed- 
eral case were charged with 
violations of the gambling tax 
laws enacted in 1951 as a result 
of the U.S. Senate committee 
hearings on organized crime 
conducted by the late Sea Estes 
Kefauver, 

But the Supreme Court said 
yesterday the laws were uncon- 
stitutional orv-gnanals that they 
violated the constitutional priv- 


ilege against-selLincriminatioa 

In New Jersey "IRS records 
show there has been no regis- 
tration by gamblers or pur- 
chase of gambling occupational 
tax stamps for at least four 
years. 

At the same time the IRS has 
not sought to collect the 550 fee 
for the occupation stamp on any 
mass basis even though the Es- 
sex prosecutor’s office under ' 
Byrne started a -practice of 
periodically furnishing the fed- 
eral agency with information on 
dozens of local gambling ar- 
rests. 

An IRS spokesman, who has 
refused .to say what other 
county and police agencies fur- 
nish such information, said the 
decision by the IRS on whether 
to attempt to collect the stamp 
tax depends on the flagrancy of 
the violation, the circumstances 
of the case and other variables. 

The IRS generally has not 
conducted investigations to col- 
lect the stamp tax from in-’ 
dividuals who have been con- 
victed in state courts and 
received substantial sentences 
if the same set of facts are in- 
volved, according to the spokes- 
man. , - 

While Ralph Bachman, agent 
in charge of the FBI for New 
Jersey, declined to comment on 
the Supreme Court decision, it 
was believed the FBI would not 
be directly affected. 

That agency conducts most of 
its gambling investigations un- 
der statutes which bar interstate 
transportation of gambling par- 
aphernalia or interstate travel 
in aid of racketeering and other 
activity in violation of state 
laws, induding gambling. The 
maximum penalty under these 
statutes on conviction is five 
years in pri son an4 a $10,000 
fine.

Failed to Name Lordi 
A brief filed in Lordi’s behalf 
by James R. Zazzali, the prose- 
cutor’s appellate division chief, 
asserted that the injunction ap- 
plication should be dismissed 
because it failed to name Lordi 
as a party to the action. 

Boiardo and his co-defendants 
are moving in federal court 
against 26 Internal Revenue 
Service agents who gathered 
evidence in a series of raids in 
February 1967. At that time; 
the defendants were charged, 
with failure to buy federal gam-‘ 
bling tax stamps. 

The U.S. Supreme Court later 
struck down the effectiveness of 
the tax stamp laws on constitu- 
tional grounds and the federal 
charges were dismissed. The 
evidence seized by the federal 
agents was then turned over to 
Lordi, and an Essex County 
grand jury indicted the defend- 
ants for conspiring to violate 
state .lottery laws. 

Stand Taken In Brief 
The brief on behalf of Lordi- 
asserted that the defendants 
“hope to attain by indirection 
what they cannot achieve direct-' 
ly: Enjoining the prosecutor 1 
from' prosecuting. Plainly, the, 
office of the Essex County pros, 
ecutor.will be the party prind-j 
pally affected by any decision 
!of this (federal) court. 

The defendants lost a legal 
round last month in Essex Coun- 
ty Court to have the evidence 
suppressed on constitutional 
grounds. They have moved to 
appeal the County Court ruling 
in the Ap peHate-f-D ivision of

At age 79, one of the reputed 
"elder statesmen” of organized 
crime has suddenly found him- 

! elf with the prospect of having 
o go to jail for the first time in 
9 years. 

■And thoughts of possible incar- 
ceration obviously have had no 


outward effect' 03 ., Ruggiero 
"Ritchie the Boot” Boiardo who 
two days ago was found guilty of 
gambling charges in Superior 
Court. . 

Boiardo, .who carved his niche 
in the underworld in Newark's 
old First Ward during Prohibi- 
tion, accepted his conviction 
\$ith the same stoic calm that 

plevailed throughout the twej- 
nlonth trial during which he took 
advantage of court recesses to 
pass out cigars and silver dol- 
lars to various ‘ attorneys and 
spectators. 

/Easily identified in court by 
dot only his age, but the baggy 1 
Suits he wore and his wavy, 
s’teel-grey hair, Boiardo seem-. 


ingly paid rapt attention to each 
bit of testimony d’uring~the trial 
but, when he wasn’t distributing 
cigars or silver dollars, could be 
seen napping during recesses 
and again during jury delibera- 
tions which took nearly 60 hours. 
Eighteen other persons on trial 
I with Boiardo also were convict- 
led. 

His attitude was reminiscent 
of that back in December of 1930 
when Boiardo, one of the most 
powerful leaders in the First 
_Ward, told police, “I’m no cry 
'baby ... 1 can take my medi- 
cine." 

At that time, however, he was 
referring to a choice of raising 
525,000 bail on a concealed wea- 
pons charge or remaining in jail 
after being felled by 13 pellets 
from a shotgun fired by what 
police said was one of his gang- 
land enemies. He made the 
[statement after telling police it 
did not much matter where he 
was if "they wanted to finish me 
■ off . ; . What can I do about it if 


they do?" 

That, incidentally, was Boiar- 
do’s last major brush with the 
law until 1957 when the charges 
stemming from the recently con-', 
eluded trial popped up. The con-! 
cealed weapons charge in 1930 
came when a revolver was 
found in Boiardo’s pocket while 
he was being examined at a 
hospital after being felled in 
Broad Street by the shotgun 
(blast. . j 


He served 20 months of a 214- 
year sentence in State Prison on 
'that charge. 

The once dapper Boiardo, who 
was bom in Italy and brought to 
Chicago at the tiirn.ot the centu- 
ry, came to ‘Newark in 1910 to 
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work as a mjsom^pd quickly 
established Himself in the First 
Ward where, after developing a 
philanthropic side, entire fami- 
lies fell back on him for support 
in times of need. 

During Prohibition he. was 
noted for the flashy pin striped 
suits he wore, complete with 
vests (regular type and bullet 
proof) and a huge diamond belt 
buckle which he said was valued 
at $5,000. It is said the belt 
buckle once prevented a bullet 
from entering his stomach and 
possibly killing him. ' 

Although he was described as 
a gang leader by police during 
that period, Boiardo rarely man- 
aged to get into trouble resulting 
in a jail term and was well re- 
spected in the city’s northern 
section. He was even guest of 
honor at a marathon 48-hour 
“dinner” given at a Seventh 
•Avenue restaurant in 1930 that 
was attended by not only key 
political figures, but his rival 
gang leader in the Third Ward, 
Abner “Longie" Zwillman. 

Through the years Boiardo 
has been connected through pol- ' 
,ice and federal investigations 
with bootlegging, operating lot- 
teries and numbers rackets and 
underworld feuds. 

In some of the latter several 
aides of Boiardo were seriously 
wounded or killed and Boiardo 
himself was the victim of an as- 
sassination attempt. 


- In the 1930s Boiardo and sev- 
eral “associates” erected an 
elaborate restraunt called the 
Vittoria Castle at Summer and 
Eighth avenues, a spot, that, un- 
til it was sold in 1940, attracted 
a host of political and under- 
world characters. The site was 
eventually taken over by the 
City Housing Authority and the 
Columbus Homes project is now 
located there. 

Boiardo more or less "re- 
tired" from public life in 1941 
when he moved to his current 
home in Livingston, a palatial 
30-roorn structure constructed on 
a 29-acre site. The main house 
was constructed of imported 
Itali.-.n stone and, to visitors, it 
ofiu:. resembled the domain of a 
powe.riuLieiid.al lord. 

Two huge bronze lions guard 


the entrgnceio &e grounds that 
are stocked with imported mar- 
ble and metal statues, several 
being likenesses of members of 
his family. 

A life of retirement apparently 
bored Boiardo who in 1951 
opened the Sorrento Restaurant 
at Park and Mt. Prospect ave- 
ues with his son, Anthony “Tony 
Boy” Boiardo. The restaurant 
later was sold. 

Twelve years later Boiardo 
was identified by underworld in- 
former Joseph Valachi as being 
a member of the Cosa Nostra 
crime syndicate^ something he 


denied before an Essex County 
grand jury while explaining he 
was merely an avid gardener 
and a proud grandfather. 

In 19S6 Boiardo was back be- 
fore the grand jury again, this 
time after two teen-agers were 
wounded by shotgun pellets on 
his Livingston estate. Neither of 
the youths were seriously in- 
jured and Boiardo said the three: 
shotguns confiscated from his' 
home were used only for hunting 
“rats, weasels and birds.” 

More recently Boiardo has 
been described by one law en- 
forcement agOT^as^eing king-

Attorney Harry Weisbard 
of Bloomfield, who repre- 
sents Boiardo and two other 
defendants, was critical of 
statements in the press at- 
tributed to Chief Justice Wein- 
traub. 

Weisbard referred to pub- 
lished accounts on arguments 
before the Supreme Court 
-on Feb. 4 and 5 by a de-

.on February 17 and 18 on the

The agent said he had des 
cribed himself then as a waiter, 
and became friendly with Cipri- 
ano who showed up regularly at 
the diner. Germano said he often 
placed $1 bets with Cipriano, al- 
ways on number 352. 

In his day-long appearance, 

, G e r m a n o.told how he often 
i drove Cipriano from the lunch- 
jeonette ' at Roseville and Sec- 
ond avenues to a service sta- 
tion ^ Stone; Street, and along 
the. way, he said,’ Cipriano pro-, 
vided him with the informs tio, 
about Boiardo and other del 
ants. 

In December 1966, Germano 
said, Cipriano' told him that

Reputed Mafia chief Rug- 
giero (Ritchie the Boot) Boi- 
ardo was sentenced yesterday 
to 2U to 3 years in state 
prison for conspiracy to vio- 
late the state’s gambling 
laws.

Judge Giuliano added he 
had receii'ed-aeny letters on 
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behalf of the defendants 
since the trial closed. * It was 
surprising who they came 
from,’’ he said, hut declined 
to identify anyone. 

Judge Giuliano noted the 
trial judge, Ralph L. Fusco 
of Superior Court, who also 
sat on the bench during sen- 
tencing, agreed with all of the 
sentences to be handed out. 

Assistant Prosecutor Thom- 
as P. Ford, who arguea the 
state's case curing tne .;ve- 
week trial, said the iS are 
"perhaps the most important 
defendants to appear before 
any court in the state in a 
long time." 

Ford said, "It is essential 
to continue an unrelenting at- 
tack on gambling- since it at- 
tacks the vitals of society by 
. its invidious corruption of gov- 
ernment and officials," and 
he added, “even the judi- 
ciary."

Superior Court Judge Ralph 
L. Fusco yesterday revoked the 
'bail on three separate gambling 
icharges against Joseph Sarrec- 
■chia of Nutley, a routed asso 
date of Mafia chieftain Ruggi 
ero “Richie” Boiardo. 

Sarrecchia, who was convict- 
ed of one of the gambling offen- 
ces and was free pending an ap- 
peal of the decision, was or- 
dered sent to Trenton State 
Prison after Judge Fusco an 
nounced his ruling. 

On the first charge Sarrecchia 
was free on $3,500 bail for con- 
spiracy to violate gambling 
laws. He was convicted with 
Boiardo and 18 others and was 
sentenced to a one to two-year 
jprison term. On the secondl 
•charge he was free on $2,500 
bail after being arrested Jan. 15| 
.on a charge of maintaining a 
(gambling premise. 

The third charge stemmed 
from his arrest.Feb. 17 when he 
[was again charged with conspir- 
acy. This time he was released 
on $15,000 bail. 

On Friday, Assistant Martin 
G. Holleran requested that Sar- 
recchia’s bail be revoked on 
short notice. 

Before announcing his deci- 
sion Judge Fusco rejected ar- 
gument by Sarrecchia’s attor- 
ney, Anthony Colasanti, who 
claimed his client should be free 
on bail sin ce he wa s no- threat 
to the safety of the” community. 


Colasanti argued that Sarrec- 
chia was not being charged with 
crimes of violence. 

“The safety of the community! 
can be affected in many ways,” 
Fusco said. “If there are 
enough crimes of non-violence, 
effective law enforcement] 
breaks down and crimes of vio- 
lence take over.” 

Fusco said “the resources of] 
a community can be depleted” 
if law enforcement officials 
must spend a great amount of 
time dealing with what many] 
persons consider minor crimes. 

Following the decision Colas 
anti said he would appeal the, 
ruling and requested delay in 
sending Sarrecchia to prison. 

Denies Stay 
Judge Fusco denied the appli-j 
cation for a stay “because the] 
actions of this defendant since 
]his conviction seriously threaten 
the safety of the community and 
dissipate the resources of the! 
community and the energies of) 
law enforcement officials.” 

Fusco admonished Holleran to] 
move for an early trial date on, 
the second charge against Sar- 
recchia and said that any time 
he spends in jail now will be 
taken off the time he might 
have to serve for his original, 
conviction. i 

Holleran said pleas on the 
second gambling offense will bej 
made Monday and that the state 
would then be ready to prose- 
cute the case.

Ee went before the Parole 
Board in JUly, 1971, and is scheduled to reappear before that 
board in September, 1971. If parole is granted, he will be 
released probably, in December, 1971, if not he will be required 
to remain until the early surrmer of 1972. 


BOIARDO* s hearing was generally routine in nature 
except that the board seemed to try to have BOIARDO admit that 
he was "somebody special" and that is the reason he received 
a greater sentence than the others convicted with him. When 
the board asked BOIARDO ^hether he felt any resentment about his 
imprisonment , he "blew his cool" by displaying his anger. He 
indicated to the board that he had been "framed" and that he 
had been indicted more by newspaper publicity than he had by 
any court proceedings.
